MIGHT come with something like sur- 

prise should say are all idolators, 
and that our education, being superficial and 
not deeply penetrating the mystery life, 
the basis our idolatry. But this exactly 
what going say. Let put first 
juxtaposition two ideas. the 
image and likeness God, and second, 
make our gods the image and likeness 
our human nature. This the idolatry 
would discuss today. 


Man Made the Image God 


simple great truth that God created man 
His own image and likeness take for 
granted. The simplicity the truth must 
not blind its depth and its range. 
the revelation the dignity man and 
his worth. it, too, the revelation 
man, the creature, dependent his Creator. 
it, too, hope—the image and likeness 
God. makes possible the heroes the 
spirit. makes possible the great quality 
God-redeemed human nature: mag- 
nanimity, self-sacrifice, love justice, char- 
ity, dedication service God and man. 


Making Gods Idols 


There another simple truth that 
not realize, perhaps delude ourselves for- 
mally believing not so. expressed 
Kipling his poem, “Evarra, Maker 
Gods Lands Beyond the Sea.” are all 
Evarras and make our gods our own 
the image our human nature. 
Evarra the Old Adam us. What does 
do? makes gods gold and wealth. 
That the kind god make 
prosperous days—gods gold and pearl. 
But make other gods, too, Evarra, other 
gods our own desires.

our pride and self-sufficiency our own 
man-made law.

What made this possible among people 
with some capacity for greatness goodness?

Possession Facts Not Education 


The great things education are not the 
facts learn. Facts are dead, inert. They 
stuff the mind.

They have mobility, 
capacity for growth ex- 
pansion, vision. The schooling that stores 
the mind with data mere knowledge 
not education. part the mechanistic 
view that thinks classrooms and lectures and 
equipment are essential part education, 
whereas they are only aids the individual’s 
self-education. not realize that there 
are degrees knowledge the merest 
touch-and-go acquaintance deepening 
penetration what might called the 
essences. The first kind knowledge may help 
pass examinations and get credits and 
degrees, but only the higher forms determine 
the quality our human life. 


The Intellect and the Will 


There sense which the things 
like are supreme importance. They are 
related some object, ideal, aspiration, 
hope. These objects our deeper life 
represent the intellectual possessions that 
have emotional power behind them; imagi- 
native power. They are the things 
want do.

Valuable Counsel Teachers 


“You cannot teach without discipline. 
Have from the first moment. Orderly, 
interesting, firm teaching will help more 
than tirades threats. Plan beforehand 
your immediate system. Keep discipline 
yourself. Sending student the prin- 
cipal should last resort. Never strike 
student. It’s against state laws, and 
shows humiliating lack self-control. 
slow with sarcasm 
may ruin your reputation. ‘Don’t smile 
before Christmas’ contains precious 
grain truth its hyperbole. Popularity 
not built respect for the teacher 
delusion. Classes are uncanny sensing 
‘easy’ teacher. Ultimately the test 
leading the student the higher things 
mind and soul. will never forget 
this.” 


friendly and all means in- 
terested the student, but means 
familiar. Beware favoritism, nagging 
individual. Even the 
should cut down, when wrong, just 
anybody else.

Peacetime and Wartime Variations 
Educational Guidance 


Here the question arises: Should we, dur- 
ing wartime, satisfied with the smug “let- 
good-enough-alone” attitude the tradition- 
alist, which Catholic schools general 
are much inclined? Should cognizance 
taken the tendencies, such part-time 
work, the acceleration work termi- 
nate high school three three and half 
years, the reorganization the curriculum 
include preinduction training courses, pre- 
flight aeronautics, the streamlined 
smart-quick” G.I. courses? 

The traditionalists insist that the funda- 
mental principles and policies guidance 
left status quo, that the aims and objectives 
which are sound peacetime are just 
sound wartime. They would simply change 
the emphasis meet the exigencies war, 
for beyond would sacrificing prin- 
ciple panic. 

Holding counterclaim are the self-styled 
realists, who maintain that global war and 
international crisis are test the ready 
adjustability the guidance program. 
immediately evident, the realist denies the 
integrity principle and ignores the value 
tradition. 

middle-of-the-road point view such 
set forth Reavis, writing “War 
Time Responsibilities Colleges and Sec- 


ondary Schools,” should given 
says, “Basic purposes, old-time 
skills, moral virtues, age-old objectives, 
not change only external conditions life 
change content problems shift. 
must recognize and deal with shifts, but 
never lose sight the basic purposes and 
fundamental responsibilities.” 


Shortening the Average Stay School 


Throughout the course the war, the 
average stay school will shortened. 
larger number students will leaving 
high school before graduation, and much 
smaller number will entering college. 

There are several reasons for this: The 
government defers high school students only 
until they are years age, unless they 
are the second semester their senior 
year. Adolescents are increasingly rest- 
less. High school students are potential war- 
workers military men, and they know it, 
and show their attitude home and 
school. Parents and teachers are both beset 
with the grave problem guiding these 
young people. The well-known terms “rug 
cutting,” “solid sending,” 
gades” are all symbolic the confusion and 
conflict, the uncertainty and unrest today. 
Friends students who have gone into the 
services contribute somewhat this unrest 
influencing their friends enlist without 
benefit high school diploma. (c) Op- 
portunity for employment, fancy wages, 
third reason. Last September the leaders 
the nation urged students return 
school, and engage most part-time 
work. But the appeal the $30- and $50-a- 
week job irresistible many students 
and some parents. 

The problem guidance involved here 
this: what extent should encourage 
discourage this trend? the side en- 
couragement might state that many boys 
will not profit formal education anyway, 
especially these unsettled times. Those 
students should encouraged work 
who are practical minded, gifted manual 
skills. The percentage withdrawals and 
failures has been the increase our sec- 
ondary schools, and that despite the fact 
that our war heroes and government officials 
tell our students that “Their desk 
Freshman classes list failures 
per cent, where per cent the nationally 
accepted norm. 

Furthermore, young people will receive 
education another sort the armed serv- 
ices. Since the publication the brochure 
The Armed Forces Institute, February. 
1943, this type education has become 
accomplished fact, and accepted stand- 
ardizing agencies.

additional reason, minor but pertinent, 
for keeping the student school the role 
that the school does undoubtedly play 
stemming juvenile delinquency, fast becom- 
ing national menace. Delinquency takes the 
form truancy, petty thievery, vandalism 
school and out school, particularly 
public conveyances the way to, and espe- 
cially from, athletic activities. this point, 
parentheses, should like suggest that 
administrators and teachers examine our 
conscience. 

Must not admit that many our dis- 
ciplinary problems are directly attributable 
the neglect social training our Cath- 
olic schools? not too true that often 
pastors and assistants neglect 
training? not true that the excep- 
tion rather than the rule that young Catholic 
boys and girls meet each other socially, under 
Catholic auspices? possess and preach the 
theory Catholic social activity, but fail 
provide the laboratory where the theory 
can put into action. Let ask ourselves, 
too: are we, the classroom, the lab- 
oratory, the assembly, the gymnasium, 
training our students the mental and moral 
discipline that will make him strong against 
evil? For regularity and punctuality at- 
tendance, attention class, thorough class 
preparation, training sound methods 
study, insistence fidelity home assign- 
ments—these are the fundamental disci- 
plinary concerns which must return, 
these are our antidelinquency measures sec- 
ond none. 


Interest Deflected Into Technological 
Fields 


note that more and more our high 
school students are electing physics, mathe- 
matics, and preflight aeronautics, where these 
courses are being offered. The problem 
educational guidance this matter is: should 
students encouraged elect these not? 

favor encouragement might sum- 
mon the argument immediacy utility. 
The armed services have been clamoring for 
students trained basic mathematics and 
the physical sciences, with some knowl- 
edge American history and 
the main stress being competency the 
former group. doubt, capable individuals 
will progress much faster and farther; they 
are geared think such direction the 
government ballyhoo and high-powered ad- 
vertising. Too, the school will without doubt 
inclined carried away the flurry 
capturing the current interest students 
and capitalize it. The only question 
the mind some administrators and teachers 
is, “To what extent should this matter 
considered, fully limited way?” The 
false propaganda this being our patriotic 
duty will have coped with here, such 
“patriots” using argument, “What good 
will all formal education this war 
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Act now, they maintain, the future 
will take care itself. Will it? 

The negative arguments sound more con- 
vincing. You will agree that the duty 
the school counteract any exaggerated 
trend; make extra effort this time 
stress foster cultural subjects, which tend 
neglected. The caution keep mind 
the permanent good which courses study 
will for students, not simply meeting the 
emergency, bears repetition here. must 
remember that mathematics and the physical 
sciences are exact and exacting subjects. Re- 
call that per cent some 4200 college 
freshmen whom simple arithmetical rea- 
soning test was administered the Navy 
failed this test; that 3000 out 8000 failed 
the Ensign examinations given early 1942, 
that 400,000 out 4,250,000 passed the Air 
Corps entrance examinations 1941-42 
figures which will prove that these courses 
are not all sinecures. All this despite the 


made some airmen that pilots need, 


only physically fit, able drive car, 
and possess ordinary arithmetical ability 
successful. 

course, must give prudent ear 
such voices Professor Carrothers Mich- 
igan, who says, 

“If eliminate algebra, plane geometry, 
trigonometry, because pupils say difficult 
and substitute general mathematics the 
ninth grade, social mathematics the tenth 
grade, and arithmetic review the eleventh 
and twelfth grades, where shall they secure 
their experience reasoning, where find 
mathematical problems extend their in- 
tellectual horizons, stretch their mental 

These technological courses should in- 
troduced into the curriculum only these 
conditions can met adequately; that 
capable, adequately trained teacher can 
secured, (b) that sufficient equipment can 
procured, (c) that adequate supply 
library material available. Admit only the 
students who meet these qualifications: (a) 
sufficient intelligence, measured valid, 
properly administered 
test, (b) special aptitude evidenced 
combination intelligence, prognostic, and 
special aptitude tests, consideration his 
previous scholastic record related fields, 
and evidence real interest these 
courses, (c) good health, which includes 
freedom from disqualifying defects, such 
poor vision, poor hearing, nervous instability, 
(d) emotional stability, which would enable 
the individual stand the strain the pro- 
posed service. When students have been ad- 
mitted these courses, follow their prog- 
ress through: test results topics and 
units, (b) diagnostic tests administered pe-

Preinduction Training, Guidance 
Function 

May preface these points preinduction 
training saying that differentiating 
between P.I.T. courses and the preinduction 
training guidance function.

Assist students remaining school 
finish requirements for graduation 
writing letters requesting deferment until 
graduation, and properly filling out the 
various character and medical blanks re- 
quested Selective Service. 

English teachers might well direct letter- 
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writing activity favor the alumni and 
ex-students the school now the serv- 
ices, correspondence much appreciated 
the men the services. 


Conclusions 


conclusion, let remember that, 


teachers, must aim constant, for 
any restlessness, indecision, frustration that 
manifest our teaching, our attitude 
toward war and its implication our lives, 
will reflected the student. 

Let remember that every change 
make the content our course offerings 
carries with disadvantages well ad- 
vantages. Our problem weigh well what 
involved, make judicious choice, one 
must made, and then retain this choice 
our list course offerings. 

Finally, let not stampede students into 
the new type courses, they are being 
offered our school. should consider 
well their aptitudes, interests, health, and 
emotional balance, for these determine their 
success. Particularly must teachers 
calm under emotional stress and strain. Let 
exhibit indecision concerning the tradi- 
tional curriculum and its values, our school 
committed follow it, for otherwise 
will the blind leading the blind. Ours 
should clear, unprejudiced thinking, 
calm attitude, willingness change but 
not easily drastically. Ours should 
conviction that come what may, are 
equipped our Catholic faith and tradition 
guide our youth war, peace, eternal 
life hereafter.

Msgr. McCormick commended Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s request “that our people 
devote themselves continuance 
prayer. rise each new day and 
again when each day spent, let words 
prayer our lips invoking Thy 
help our efforts.”

supplication for our own purposes and 
Msgr. McCormick recommended

body; (2) For the Sick and Wounded, 


that Divine Mercy may aid them and 
they may give thanks for health recov- 


ered; (3) For the Dying, that they may 
restored their Maker’s presence 
cleansed from all stain wickedness; (4) 
For the Dead, that all who have given 


their lives for their country may re- 
leased from every bond sin, and 
brought their home Paradise; (5) 
For Peace, that may recover the quiet 


times peace and amend our lives 
thankfulness.”

First, 
religious profession bound dedi- 
cate myself more intense manner than 
binds the ordinary Christian the develop- 
ment the Christ life, the life grace, 
within me. Second, teacher religion 
Catholic school where stand rep- 
resentative the Church, which the teach- 
ing voice Christ, bound become 
one mind with Christ, according the 
injunction St. Paul: “Let this mind 
also you which Christ Jesus.” 


Christ’s life must life. Through 
the vows religion have become doubly 
“bound” God.

National Catholic Educational Asso- 

ciation has assumed the great responsibil- 
ity studying and proposing whatever sug- 
gestions its study warrants for the better 
organization Catholic education. What 
proposed major importance for Cath- 
olic education, and the making report 
that would merely filed buried the 
annual report would tragic. Our easy as- 
sumptions about what our education was 
achieving and the kind world were 
making were wrong, and were, fact, delu- 
sions. Repetitions what the textbooks say 
about reorganization what professors 
education say their classrooms, the 
more naive expressions uninformed 
unenlightened public opinion will not help. 
Someone must make original examinations 
the situation, then something that not 
wishful thinking, and then make the con- 
structive proposals. 


Catholic Education Too Imitative 


There preliminary situation that needs 
understood before the reorganization 
Catholic education itself can studied 
intelligently.

The justification reorganization that 
eliminates such inarticulations those 
have listed and substitutes for them con- 
structive changes procedures, makes 
such procedures possible. The fundamental 
justification for organization reorganiza- 
tion that saves prevents waste. This 
supreme importance education be- 
cause the waste involved the waste 
human life and human capacity, one 
the most significant things man’s social 
life. There the waste perverted prepa- 
ration. There the waste made work. 
There the waste inhibited growth. There 
the waste misinformation and inadequate 
information. There the waste dawdling. 
There the waste the blind leading the 
ignorant. There are thousand and one 
ways wasting human talent and inhibiting 
its growth school. Many false views 
life can given and man’s soul not placed 
squarely the highway heaven neg- 
lect and waste education. 


Challenge and Opportunity 
With such things stake, reorganization 
serious business and conventional

Rt. Rev. Msgr. George Johnson, director 
the department education the 
N.C.W.C. and secretary general the 
N.C.E.A., died, June Washington, C., 
the age 55. While delivering com- 
mencement address Trinity College, Msgr. 
Johnson collapsed. Most Rev. Michael 
Curley, archbishop Baltimore and Wash- 
ington, who was the stage, gave final 
absolution extreme unction was adminis- 
tered. Death was caused cerebral 
hemorrhage. 

Born Toledo, Ohio, February 22, 1889, 
Msgr. Johnson studied St. John High 
School and College, St. Bernard Seminary, 
Rochester, Y., and the American Col- 
lege Rome. was ordained Rome, 
June 1914. 

After ordination, Msgr. Johnson was for 
two years secretary Archbishop Schrembs 
when the latter was bishop Toledo. Bishop 
Schrembs sent him, 1916, the Catholic 
University America prepare himself 
diocesan superintendent schools. 
1921, the request Bishop Shahan, 
became member the faculty the 
University. 1935, was appointed director 
the Campus School the University. Since 
1921, has been associated with Msgr. 
McCormick editor The Catholic Edu- 
cational Review. 


Numberless Educational Services 


1928, Msgr. Johnson became director 
the department education the 
National Catholic Welfare Conference. 
has been also, for some years, secretary- 
general the National Catholic Educational 
Association. was the author three- 
book series Bible history, and wrote many 
articles and pamphlets. 1929, President 
Hoover appointed Msgr. Johnson member 
the National Advisory Committee 
Education, and President Roosevelt gave him 
similar appointment 1937. the time 
his death, Msgr. Johnson was member 
the Wartime Commission the Office 
Education; the Education Advisory Com- 
mittee the Co-ordinator Inter-American 
Affairs; the Advisory Committee Education 
the Joint Army and Navy Committee 
Welfare and Recreation. For three years 
was secretary the American Council 
Education. was member the American 
Youth Commission and the American 
Association for International Office 
Education. 


His Philosophy Education 


The address which was cut short Msgr. 
Johnson’s death was indictment realism. 
Realism, said, seems mean today: “the 
inclination sacrifice principle for expedi- 
ency, capitulate circumstances, permit 
the end justify the means. 

“Tt implies the acceptance satisfactory 
philosophy life and living the doctrine 
that whatever works is, for that reason, 
justified. amounts the apotheosis the 
law tooth and claw, the furling the 
standards immutable truth and justice. 
content make the best bad bargain. 
impatient dreams that may never 


. 


come true, aspirations that court disap- 


pointment, hopes that soar aloft unto 


heights. content remain mired the 
turgid slough cynicism.” 

The challenging conclusion which Msgr. 
Johnson wrote but did not live long enough 
say, was: “The best, the truest, the most 
substantial advice that can given

“He took upon himself burden after burden, 
which the shoulders the most stalwart man 
could not bear; his friends and associates 
never seemed think that there were limits 
his capacity for work.”

Practical Aids for the Teacher 
Before School Opens 


Annotated Check List Suggestions for the New Principal 


Schedule Classes 


ONSULT the list pupils who have 

registered for classes. necessary, set 
another registration date least three weeks 
before the opening school. 

Study the individual records your reg- 
istrants. Assign each one classes according 
whatever classification you have determined 
and achievement aptitudes 
terests, etc.—and according the classes 
for which has been permitted register. 

major duty the principal make 
complete working schedule classes be- 
fore the opening school. The registration 
cards provide the essential data for this task. 
Some the teachers will have important 
suggestions, but the needs the pupils must 
take precedence over the convenience the 
teachers. your best provide the oppor- 
tunity for each pupil attend the classes 
indicated his registration card. Your prob- 
lem concerning irregular students simpli- 
fied the school large enough that one 
teacher has several classes day the same 
unit his subject; for example, 
year English second-year mathematics. 
This arrangement also lightens the 
load preparation. Since adjustments 
the schedule are very difficult make after 
classes have started, your schedule must 
nearly perfect possible before the open- 
ing school. 


Provide Books and Supplies 


Check again the number textbooks you 
will need and the number you ordered 
May June. hoped that your 
spring order was large enough. that 
may, anyone who placed early order 
much safer position than his neighbor 
who has waited till now. 

Make sure that each room, especially each 
home room study hall, has seat and desk 
for each pupil assigned that room. Failure 
here major cause confusion the 
opening school. check should made 
see that all equipment perfect order. 
Note, especially whether the repairs and ad- 
justments ordered the close school have 
been made. 

Are all maps, charts, laboratory supplies. 
dictionaries and other reference books, sup- 
plementary textbooks, etc., hand and 
their proper places? Have the index cards 
the library been checked against the books 
the shelves? Have all new books been 
catalogued and put their proper places? 

Teachers should give the librarian early 
notice the books they will need from the 
library the opening classes. They should 
give the principal list the supplementary 
books, maps, charts, various kinds paper. 
and other supplies which they will need and 
which their check shows are not hand 
their rooms present. 


The Heating Plant 


Has your heating plant been properly 
cleaned, overhauled, and reconditioned dur- 


ing the summer? the northern parts the 
country, heat will needed not long after 
the opening school. Note the performance 
your heating plant during the chilly days 
autumn. anything out order, you 
will see that the trouble adjusted before 
cold weather comes. 

Your supply fuel, far government 
regulations and your storage space permit, 
should have been obtained during the sum- 
mer. Fuel scarce and expensive; hence, 
your fireman should know how heat the 
building with the least possible amount 
fuel. familiar with the government 
bulletins and the instructions from the manu- 
facturers your equipment? 

Teachers should know how ventilate 
their rooms without throwing heat out 
the windows. Pupils should learn wear 
sufficient clothing that they will not de- 
mand excessive heat. The temperature should 
never allowed exceed degrees. Water 
containers should attached the radiators 
moisten the air.

series texts was prepared used 
the program. These books, about ten num- 
ber, are inexpensive, none them costing 
more than dollar, some being priced 
low twenty cents. While they were designed 
primarily for flight instructors and student 
pilots preparing for their license, and conse- 
quently not exactly suitable for high school 
use, still they make valuable aids for the 
teacher and their low price places them 
within the reach everyone. 

Two other books stand out most suitable 
for general text. doubt many you 
are familiar with them. refer Macmillan’s 
air-age series Science Pre-Flight Aeronau- 
tics and Elements Aeronautics Pope 
and Otis. The first book, Science Pre-Flight 
Aeronautics, offers complete course one 
volume, and was designed specifically meet 
the needs the teacher who lacks exten- 
sive aeronautical background. Many aids and 
Suggestions have been incorporated, with 
questions and suggested student projects 
the end each chapter. excellent teacher’s 
manual accompanies the text. This book 
well worth considering. also low price. 
The second text, Elements Aeronautics, 
represents the combined efforts noted 
educator and well-known aviator. Dr. Otis 
well known educational circles for his 
work formulating intelligence tests, while

Its 
title Air Scout Manual. This book, hardly 
larger than Sunday missal, full inter- 
esting experiments that can used 
demonstrating physical laws 
Complete directions and clear drawings are 
included with each project. This manual 
should considerable help teachers 
who intend use the lecture-demonstration 
method class. 

The teacher’s personal library least 
the school library should have few additional 
references. Occasional references the book 
lists published aeronautical magazines and 
book publisher’s catalogs will keep the teacher 
abreast new books. There 
which, opinion, most outstanding and 
should every library. That book 
Assen Jordanoffs’ Aviation Diction- 
ary. This unusual pictorial dictionary, 
almost encyclopedia, and contains more 
than 2000 aviation terms, each with apt 
illustration. Somewhat along the same lines 
Erie Sloane’s Clouds, Air and Wind. Mr. 
Sloane justly famous for his fine illustra- 
tions, and his book should prove helpful 
the teaching meteorology. One final sug- 
gestion for the reference shelf one that may 
not meet with the approval the school 
administration because its almost prohibi- 
tive cost. This James’ All the Worlds’ 
Aircraft, world-famous compilation facts 
and figures about the aircraft all nations. 

Those who have any contact with physics 
realize the necessity certain apparatus 
illustrate various principles. Aeronautics, being 
nothing more than specialized physics, also 
requires apparatus. Naturally the ideal would 
actual airplane, but few are 
fortunate have plane our disposal. 
However, need not despair, can 
very well without one. For example, let 
suppose that are discussing “lift” and 
wish include demonstration the lecture. 
Earlier this paper mentioned the Air 
Scout Manual. chapter 20, page 218, 
the Manual find precisely what need. 
Directions are given for making small airfoil 
and wire frame which demonstrates “lift” 
just nicely the most expensive mech- 
anism. Expensive equipment not needed. 
Excellent results have been obtained using 
electric fans, ping-pong balls, oatmeal boxes, 
spools, tin cans, string, and on. Necessity 
the mother invention, and the ingenious 
and ambitious teacher will find that, with 
bit experiment, can produce results 
that will amaze even himself. 

For those willing spend great deal 
money, and for those position so, 
there are few readymade demonstrations 
the market. These are mostly the form 
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wind tunnels, but since they are expen- 
sive, one wonders such outlay funds 
justified. Some these machines are very 
elaborate, enabling the teacher demonstrate 
“drag,” “stalls,” and on. However, 
our opinion the teacher small group 
can obtain satisfactory results using homemade 
apparatus, bits dry ice, beakers hot 
water, model wings, and such things. Details 
this experiment may obtained from the 
Franklin Institute Philadelphia. 

Most teachers will agree that every possible 
visual aid should employed. One the 
best these the film strip and the motion 
picture. Film strip kits are available 
moderate prices. These kits have been used 
the Army and Navy and have found great 
favor. Every teacher will find them great 
help. Film libraries also list many 16mm. films 
that may rented obtained gratis. 

The study navigation very interesting 
one for both teacher and pupil. The teacher 
can save himself much time and effort 
solving problems navigational computer. 
After watching the teacher work problem 
with few moves computer, the class 
practical, some instruction computer prac- 
tice should given. There are many com- 
puters available, the Army the Navy 
Dalton Mark Plotting Board, the Jardur 
Flightmaster, the Dalton Mark and 
others that will solve practically any dead- 
reckoning problem. The most practical for 
school use, however, small, simple, 
low-priced computer, obtainable book 
dealers and stationery stores. 

time goes on, more and more preflight 
teaching aids are sure appear. The teacher 
can keep abreast progress this field 
watching closely all educational and technical 
publications and, using his own ingenuity, 
arrive very satisfactory results.

Remedial Teaching Spelling 


Gertrude Corrigan* 


While there are those who, for particular 
reasons, are correct their spelling words 
written texts, spelling is, curricular 
subject, matter discipline. Experiments 
along this line will soon convince the inquirer. 

New words are always interesting the 
child the primaries. presented him, 
these words have personality and are asso- 
ciated his mind dramatically. 
modern school, does not separate the new 
word into letters, but accepts picture 
form. When later, required recon- 
struct, letter letter, the approach 
entirely new route. The drama and the per- 
sonal interest are usually lacking and the 
method centers around purely mechanical 
process. Many children through school 
holding record for poor spelling until 
has become longer reproach but rather 
interesting idiosyncrasy. 

Various methods have been used secure 
correct spelling the grades, many them 
valid psychology, some successful 
degree, but when school accepts, say 
per cent even per cent passing 
mark, setting standard that business 
house could afford tolerate. 

series experiments with groups 
notably poor spellers the grammar grades 
one school seemed point definitely 
lack self-discipline the part the 
speller; other words, lack responsibility

from all grades from the fifth the eighth, 
had become accustomed getting low 
marks their spelling tests that failure had 
come mean little them. 

the experiments, the groups were kept 
small, but all the grades were represented 
each group. The importance correct spelling 
was somewhat dramatically dwelt upon; 
humorous stories built upon misspelled words 
were told. Also there were some tales 
tragedy where misspelling brought misfortune 
business loss. preliminary query had gone 
the teachers certain there were 
children sent the test who had any eye 
defects, other than nearsightedness. Any very 
nervous pupils were also excluded. 

Asked they had ever tried recognize 
new people second encounter, they replied 
they had they were interested they 
had observed some particular feature mark 
when they had first met the person.

Some these 
were rather difficult, others were simpler. They 
placed these words orally appropriate 
sentences first, then pointed out any special 
letter letters that would make the word 
pitfall when written down. These preliminary 
steps were made brief the experiment was 
designed create method usable the 
ordinary course class instruction. 
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The group was then asked observe the 
word carefully they would new person 
picture, then close their eyes and try 
see the word clearly; was not clear, 
look again and again until appeared 
clearly when eyes were closed. After seeing 
clearly, they were write the word the 
air with imaginary pencil. Looking again 
the word, they were cover the list, 
and write down; but they were cautioned 
not write there was any doubt its 
correct form. Writing word down tends 
fix that particular form and extra time loss 
occurs the task eradicating the error 
before the right form can secured. 

The groups were given the same instructions 
and the same tests. The results were always 
successful that new approach the 
subject spelling was established the 
basis the experiments. recall was always 
given the following day when the percentage 
error was surprisingly small. The room 
teacher was cautioned observe further 
progress all the problem cases. 

They were tell the children never write 
word when not certain their own minds 
its proper form. They 
permitted look their spelling book 
the dictionary for the right form. 
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wrong spelling was thus ever turned for 
grading papers. 

course, there were errors English 
papers but these were given back pupils 
who had find their own mistakes. The clear 
gain was the new power former poor 
spellers found for themselves. These were 
held the same standards the rest the 
class. 

will seen that the above method 
based purely mechanical means. That 
new words can made familiar and inter- 
esting the same processes used the 
primaries should encourage such procedure 
the upper grades. When pupils begin 
learn foreign languages they find this dramatic 
interest great aid getting vocabulary 
the strange tongue. 

Rules for spelling are not helpful the 
grades. The English language not phonetic 
and there are too many exceptions rules; 
these rules should learned the secondary 
schools, however. Some bright pupils find 
such rules for themselves even while the 
primaries. 

The attitude the teacher toward the 
subject spelling the best guarantee for 
the perseverance the student his purpose 
make good speller himself. 


Teach Them Speak

teacher came into department one 
summer, and she later confessed me, 
decided that her hearing had been suddenly 
impaired. She went far consult 
specialist. She could not understand students, 
although they were college freshmen.

faculty that she spoke the way wanted 
her speak, the people her home com- 
munity would say she putting airs!”

And 
allowing them mumble, these teachers 
are preparing another generation mumblers.

Obviously children should not allowed 
develop faulty habits speech. One 
purpose the school help children 
overcome their remediable defects. But isn’t 
more important help the child prevent 
slovenly speech and faulty articulation? Good 
habits speech should taught; never 
should they left chance. 


Popularize Good Speech 


The teacher, therefore, has the dual task 
preventing and correcting. Miss Louise 
Abney, director speech the Teachers 
College, Kansas City, says that teachers 
should “make popular speak While 
the order large one, except very rare 
instances, will long way build 
attitude among the pupils that the 
desirable thing speak pleasantly, sufficiently 
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loud, and with distinct articulation. should 
hint the wise that not speaking 
distinctly enough has asked again 
and again repeat what has said. 

Young children like play with their 
words, with their speech activities. They 
enjoy seeing how many different ways they 
can say “Come in.” Can you say such 
way that the person who has knocked will 
feel welcome? Now try such 
way that the person will not feel welcome. 
expression used very frequently life. 
military life, business, the sick room, 
social greetings, perhaps other expression 
used more frequently. 

the controlled conversations used 
many primary teachers, the teacher can give 
training the pleasant voice, the well- 
articulated question and answer, the gracious 
introduction. That emphasis just im- 
portant educationally “sticking the 
subject,” “giving everybody chance,” 
“using good English.” Nagging, whining, 
scolding, argumentative speech unpleasant, 
deadening any conversation, whether 
among the young among the old. 

Naturally speech associated with music. 
not only read and enjoy Mother Goose, 
but also sing many the rhymes and 
jingles. And find that drama, music, and 
speech all meet the verse choir. Reading 
verse unison will help make the rhythms 
speech more emjoyable, and help fixate 
them. Care must taken, nevertheless, that 
the children not drop into mere singsong. 
Equal care must taken that they not 
read all poetry with “tears their voice.” 
That is, one’s speech rhythms should 
charged with feeling appropriate the mean- 
ing expressed.

Call the Expert 

According the Forty-Third Yearbook, Part 
II, the National Society for the Study 
Education: adequate program (in speech) 
for the elementary school must provide for 
developmental, preventive, 
speech education.” Certainly should expect 
the ordinary classroom teacher able 
take care the, pre- 
ventive phases, but just certainly should 
not expect her look after the cases needing 
remedial work. Such work for the specialist. 
The ordinary classroom teacher should 
able diagnose sufficiently recognize the 
nature the defect, what the deformity 
is. much harm can done tampering 
with speech deformities that the untrained 
teacher should not attempt it. 

Every year have cases coming through 
our speech clinic that require long care under 
specialist.

Let Them Read 


the developmental program, the teacher 
should use much oral reading.

Here’s the way goes. Divide your class 
into two equal teams according intelligence. 

Have the captains arrange 
the batting order, putting three the best 
boys first and the captain fourth “cleanup” 
man. 

Each team gets three outs. out made 
when boy either misspells word cannot 
tell what means. must both get 
safe hit. The first speller can make only 
single spells and defines his word cor- 
rectly.

The second batter can make 
double, and does spelling and 
defining correctly, “x” put second and 
third and the one first erased.

ture laboratory, the field reading? 
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Catholic Books Are Interesting 


Here might mention the fact that 
should encourage our pupils read books 
written Catholic authors.

Give Background 

All this preliminary saying, give all 
children meaningful background for their 
number work before presenting formal exer- 
cises addition and subtraction.

New Books Value Teachers 


The Philosophy St. Thomas Aquinas 

Hans Meyer. Translated Frederic Eck- 
hoff. Cloth, 589 pp. $5. Herder Book Co., 
St. Louis, Mo. 1944. 

Although St. Thomas lived and wrote seven 
hundred years ago, his ideas still exert tre- 
mendous influence thinkers. That influence 
would even greater were not the philosophic 
ideas St. Thomas scattered throughout his 
many small and large works, thus discouraging 
the study his philosophic system. Then, too, 
the terminology medieval Latin makes 
difficult for the modern mind grasp his mean- 
ing. Consequently, extensive survey Thom- 
istic philosophy, arranged into organic system 
and expressed modern language, should 
welcomed all who are interested the 
knowledge. 

Hans Meyer, and his translator Eckhoff, have 
done admirable piece work systematizing 
the philosophy St. Thomas and interpreting 
his ideas. great deal effort was expended 
the making this book, that the reader 
might able understand the mind and 
philosophy this greatest thinker the 
Christian era. 

St. Thomas was encyclopedic the range his 
knowledge, and his philosophy the embodiment 
the best endeavors put forth the Greek, 
Roman, Jewish, Arabian, and Christian cultures. 
Although pre-eminently follower Aristotle, 
because considered the realism Aristotle 
the true interpretation the physical, 
intellectual, and moral universe, St. Thomas was 
original thinker and made many contributions 
the solution philosophic problems. 

St. Thomas was, course, human, and 
grew intellectual stature with the years. 
was not infallible, and was not always con- 
sistent. later works, sometimes reversed the 
views held earlier works. Due regard, 
therefore, must paid the sequence his 
intellectual output, and indiscriminate citation 
his works will not always justice his 
maturer judgment and his final solution 
problem. 

outstanding feature Hans Meyer’s 
book, that never loses sight the progressive 
development St. Thomas’ system thought. 
Time and time again, Meyer points out this 
development the ideas the Angelic Doctor, 
and thereby eliminates many apparent contra- 
dictions found earlier and later books. Meyer, 
quite naturally, gives preference the views 
St. Thomas expressed his maturer years. 

There another outstanding feature this 
book. St. Thomas was product his age and 
was influenced the philosophic systems which 
had come from antiquity and the trends 
thought existing his own era. could 
not escape their impact his own mind. Meyer 
traces the relationship between the philosophy 
St. Thomas and the philosophy other promi- 
nent thinkers and thereby reveals the genesis 
St. Thomas’ Much that St. Thomas 
wrote cannot properly except 
against the background this historical setting. 

Meyer admirer St. Thomas, but 
his book not apothesis. delineates the 
philosophic views and theories St. Thomas, 
subjects them critical evaluation the 
basis modern knowledge. points out in- 
consistencies, weaknesses, defects, errors. Notwith- 
standing these minor deficiencies, Hans Meyer 
shows that the philosophy St. Thomas repre- 
sents the mosf consistent world synthesis ever 
attempted the genius man and the one 
which comes closest 
survey reality. 

Hans Meyer has made distinct contribution 
our understanding and appreciation the
